Macao, 15th Murch, 1690. 

Si,—Tho monotony and dullness of this 
city were broken by the arrival of the 
Hondm on Saturday night and tho Fatsian 
on Sunday Jast. These steamers wore 
chartered by Messrs Danby and -Chator 
respectively ; and tho: trips proved a most 
decided success, ns might hava’ been ex- 
pected. Nowa few words nbout more im- 
portant matters, and the purport of my 
note, , i 
‘. L think it is now high time that the Por- 
tuguese Government. should. abvulish the 
Lnowly-imposed-duty. on steamers making 
excursions and other. pleasure tripa to 
Macao. 

Firstly, it a heavy ove, something like 
$60 ia charged ; accondly it is. a great draw- 
back to excursionists of all nationalities, 
especially the- Portuyueso residents in 
Hongkong. 

. Tho occasional arrival of theso steamers 
always brings profit to a place so poor as 
old Macao; and our Government does not 
even think of stopping the payment ofa 
duty which makes it an imposubility for the 
Steamboaé Co. to send excursion steamers 
and reap a profit, after paying such an 
exhorbitant sum to tho Portuguese Govern- 
ment. : 

Thus, we are doprived: of the pleasure of 
meeting our Hongkong friends aud vice 
versa. The. residents of Hongkong loso an. 
opportunity. of occasional charge’ of air and 
a pleasant trip. 

Finally, I sincerely hope that this com- 
munication will be read with interest by 
the Miicao officials, and that they will re- 
solve to do away with this newly-impused 
duty,
